JERUSALEM—The Jewish Agency has publicly accepted 
the challenge of the British Colonial Under-secretary to prove 
that Britons were involved in Sunday’s bombing.

JERUSALEM—The Haganah appealed to the Jews of Pal- 
estine to remain calm and not to take the law into their own 
nands as tension mounted throughout the country in the wake 
of the worst explosion in recent Palestine history which took 
the lives of more than 50 Jews. Meanwhile, David Ben Gurion 


and other members of the Jew- - 


ish Agency executive, who had 
peen meeting in continuous ses- 
sion in Tel Aviv since the blast 
in the Jewish business section of 
the city at 6 a. m., returned to Je- 
rusalem to take whatever action 
may be necessary in relation to 
the security situation. 

Rescue operations continued 
day and night and will go on un- 
til it is certain that all victims 
have been removed from the 
wreckage of several buildings, 
one of which collapsed complete- 
ly following the explosion. Nine 
more bodies were recovered the 
first day, bringing the total of 
known dead to 52 with nearly 
twice that many injured and 
wounded. A dozen more Britons 
and Jews were slain during the 
night in clashes between police 
and troops and Jewish civil 
guards and underground forces. 

Arab Boasts Belied 

Despite boasts from . Arab 
sources that Arabs were respon- 
sible for the outrage, which left 
half the Jewish shopping area re- 
sembling London during’ the 
“blitz,” Jewish circles here con- 
tinued to hold the belief that Brit- 
ish soldiers and poicemen were 
responsible for the dead. Eye- 
winess accounts related to Ha- 
ganah and Jewish Agency inves- 
tigators, were unanimous in stat- 
ing that the explosion was caused 
by the blowing up of two British 
army trucks filled with explosives 
which were placed at an intersec- 
tion of several streets and then 
fused and set off by men dressed 
in army uniform, The bombers 
fled the scene in a police armored 
tar which had preceded them to 
the intersection and which made 
of in the direction of security 
zone “B.” 

Althoigh an official govern- 
Ment statement said it was “un- 
believable” that Britons could 
have been responsible for the 
deed, a Jewish Agency spokesman 
said that all available informa- 
tion points to the British.

Under-Secre 
tary for Colonies David Rees-Wil- 
liams told Eden and other M. P.s 











that the government was investi- 
gating the incident, but that there 
were no indications that Britons 
ere involved as the Jews of Pal- 
estine allege. He added that he 
would make a further statement 
to Commons this week. The Cab- 
inet, meanwhile, is understood to 
have received a full report of the 
incident and the resultant situa- 
tion in Palestine.)

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Zionists Depressed | 
As U.S. Position in U.N. 
Means More Delay . 


Spee MAKE SUCCESS—-With the cards stacked against them the 
Zionist leadership was working feverishly against what obvious- 
ly is the refusal of the U.S. to do any more than anyone else in 
the present discussions of the partition plan. 

The U.S. is opposed to reopening of the question of parti- 
tion, as is Russia, but its reccomendation, made by U.S. rep- 
resentative Warren Austin would postpone any decision by re- 
ferring action to the Big Five for the appointment of a come 
mittee to investigate. 

Proposes New Committee 

After hearing the report from the UN Palestine Commis- 
tion, as is Russia, but its recommendation, made by U. S. rep- 
cil establish immediately his big flve committee to probe the 
threat to Palestine peace. 

He suggested that the Council “accept the tasks which the 
Assembly asked it to accept,” and urge all the governments and 
peoples, particularly those surrounding the Holy Land, to pre- 
vent and reduce the disorders, 

Austin emphasized that the Council is empowered to take 
“forceful measures in respect to Palestine if the Council should 
decide it necessary to use armed force,” and he declared that the 
U.S. is “ready under the Charter to consult with a view to such 
action if it is necessary to maintain international peace.” He 
warned however, that the Council is not empowered to enforce 
a political settlement whether pursuant to a decision of the As- 
sembly or the Council. Austin said this means that the Council 
can act to prevent outside aggression against Palestine and pre- 
vent a threat to international peace inside of Palestine, but the 
Council’s action must be directed to keeping peace, not to en- 
forcing partition. 


Delay Depresses Zionist Leaders 

Austin’s statement created a feeling of depression among the 
Zionist leaders who considered it a’ postponement of any decis- 
ion by referring it to the Big Five. 

Lisicky made a passionate appeal to the Security Council to 
send an adequate non-Palestinian armed force *to Palestine to 
implement the partition. He said that establishing a militia and 
sending a United Nation’s Governor to Jerusalem would be in- 
sufficient, An armed force must not be made available in sym- 
bolic form only, Lisicky emphasized; declaring that Jerusalem 
was doomed even with a U. N. Governor and a small police force 
unless the armed force assured the necessities of life for Jerus 
salem through effective pacification of the rest of Palestine. 

Outlining the impossibility of implementing partition without 
an adequate outside armed force, Lisicky said that establishment 
of the economic union was impossible without the cooperation 
of three of the territorial entities. He emphasized that the Pal- 
estine situation requires a peaceful arrangement or effective cons 
trol with sufficient outside force for the “highly inflammable 
spots,” and concluded that a militia can’t provide a remedy, but 
on the contrary, clashes between the two militias, taking the right 
into their own hands, would be inevitable.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Asserting that the Arabs 
have declared war on the United Nations, Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., former Secretary of the Treas 
ury and General Chairman of the United Jewish 
Appeal, declared that “in fighting the United Na- 
tions decision on Palestine, the Arabs are imperil- 
ling the peace of the world.” 

“If the United Nations fails, then who knows 
where the next atomic bomb will fall?” Mr. Mor- 
8enthau told the 350 drive leaders, summoned to 
launch officially the nationwide campaign to raise 
the unprecendented sum of $250,000,000 for the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

The goal of $250,000,000 is the largest drive of 

any kind for humanitarian purposes in the his-

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Mr. Morgenthau revealed that the first phase 
of the $250,000,000 drive would be the raising of 
an emergency fund of $50,000,000 in cash in the 
ten days for the security needs of Jewish Pal- 
estine and the immediate obligations for European 
relief and rehabilitation and refugee adjustment 
in the United States. 

Beginning ‘today, a sum of at least $5,000,000 
will be collected every day during the period end- 
ing March 2 which will be known as the “Ten 
Days of Decision.”

Never Made His Timely Topics

sm Strunsky, who recently died and whose topical essays 


unknown to most of his readers. 


His articles, which were never 


signed, were compared in style by some to those of Addison and 


Steele. One of his favorite tricks 
was to prove that a set of facts 
meant the exact opposite of what 
it appeared to mean. 

Strunsky, who was _ brought 
here by his father, a Libavitcher 
Chassid, at the age of seven and 
whose mother tongue was Yid- 
dish, was one of the most color- 
ful representatives of American 
journalism. In the obituaries of 
the Yiddish press, following his 
death, emphasis was placed on 
the fact that he completely as- 
similated with the New York 
Times whose policy is usually 
to hush hush Jewish affairs as 
much as possible; that he was 
more concerned with the fate of 
the Russian peasants than with 
that of the Jewish victims of 
Nazi Germany. 

The accusation is undoubtedly 
true, although it is difficult to 
believe how a proud person could 
remain so “neutral” during the 
most crucial period in the ex- 
istence of his people. This writer 
is not prepared to enter a dis- 
cussion of the psychological div- 
inations and explain the mental 
make-up of an _ assimilationist. 
Only a psychologist of the fine 
calibre of Max Nordau was ca- 
pable of presenting a cruel] anal- 
ysis of what went on in the mind 
of a great journalist who had 
the Herculean strength to resist 
the mentioning of the latest Jew- 
ish catastrophe. 


SIMEON STRUNSKY is dead 
and in wishing to be fair to him 
we shall&therefore, disclose cer- 
tain highlights revealing his Jew- 
ish background, heretofore un- 
mentioned by most writers. Per- 
haps it would be a surprise to 
our readers to learn that Strun- 
sky considered journalism to be 
the great profession of the Jew, 
destined by God and history. It 
was at a dinner tendered to Is- 
rael Zangwill on Oct. 23, 1923, 
that Strunsky, one of the speak- 
ers of the evening, gave his au- 
dience his Jewish Weltanschaung, 
citing Zangwill as “the greatest 
journalist of the Jewish race, en- 
gaged in performing what, I sup- 
pose, is the great duty of the 
journalist, and that is to raise 
a riot’’ After paying tribute to 
Zangwill, his classical model of 
a great journalist, for whom he 
entreated Providence to be able 
to imitate, he philosophized about 
the role of the Jews as media 
of the great ethical values in 
human civilization. 

He pointed ouf that the Jews, 
as a race of journalists, began 
their career at their very ap- 
pearance on the scene of the 
world. Perhaps the thing began 
one night there, when the pop-

ulace of the East Side of the 
Mediterranean were roused by 
cries on the sidewalks, and they 
looked out and saw and they 
heard the groups of men with 
long beards and in sandals yowl- 
ing, as we have often heard, “Ex- 
tra, Extra,” all about the one 
God, all about the God of Jus- 
tice. Strunsky who in later years 
liked to call himself a “Tory,” 
began his political career as a 
socialist. It is natural that the 
God of Justice could find no place 
in the comfortable New York 
Times, whose editorial staff he 
joined when he became more 
mellow and more conservative. 


THE OUTCRY about Justice, 
Strunsky went on, has kept on 
through the ages. It was Mr. 
Zangwill’s ancestors who wrote 
the story and put it across. They 
sold God to the world, and de- 
vised the most extraordinary 
journalistic enterprises, the 
newspaper business, first up in 
the Palestinian hills, in Palestine 
and not in Uganda. The last em- 
phasis on Palestine versus Ugan- 
da constituted a slight attack on 
Zangwill’s territorial scheme of 
Jewish statehood outSide of Pal- 
estine. To Strunsky, this journal- 
istic enterprise was the most 
radical and the most conserva- 
tive newspaper business ever 
promoted. It had a story to tell 
that was new and startling, al- 
most to the point of being “yel- 
low,” and yet it never reached 
out for enormous circulation. 

And this journalistic people, 
according to Strunsky, faced 
with splendid courage the prob- 
lems as they arose, It was nev- 
er afraid to hurt the feelings 
of its readers, but it always 
aimed to address itself to the 
people. They called them “The 
Chosen People.” 

How strange are such remarks 
from a man of the New York 
Times! But we are not finished! 
This “Chosen People,” he con- 
tinued, stood up against the op- 
pression of the heavy adversary, 
the big business, the Syrians, 
the Babylonians, and the armies 
of the Romans, and ended up “by 
their losing control of the office 
building in which this newspa- 
per business was run, and they 
went out into the world, drab 
newspaper men, vagabonds, go- 
ing about everywhere.” Even in 
exile, these journalists remained 
creative and continued to wake 
up the people of the world with 
new “Extras;” about internation- 
alism; always carrying a mes- 
sage and always raising a riot. 


ALL THIS was said only one 
year before he joined the staff 
of the New York Times. There 
was, however, one aspect, that 
of Jewish culture, wherein he 
never tried to cover up, not even 
in the composing room of The 
Times. 

The Times has a yearly tradi- 
tion to campaign for “The Hun- 
dred Neediest Cases.” This fund 
attempts to set back on its feet 
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any provider, who, due to illness 
or other misfortune, is without 
means to start anew. Following 
the philosophy that it is more 
sound to give a man a Start so 
that he may not be compelled 
to ask for charity, its editorials 
have quoted annually Maimon- 
ides “Eight Degrees In Giving 
Alms,” found in his Code (Mish- 
ne Torah, Mattenot Aniyyim, 
Chapter X, paragraphs 7-13), the 
highest degree of which is: “He 
who aids the poor in supporting 
himself by advancing money or 
by helping him to some lucrative 
occupation.” 

I have sufficient proof that the 
author. of these editorials is none 
other than our Strunsky. 4m fact, 
Maimonides was his pet topic, 
and he always loved to come 
back to it even when the oc- 
casion was not complgtely ap- 
propriate. The latest, I recall, 
was during the summer of 1946 
when his entire column “Topics 
Of The Times” was dedicated to 
Maimonides. There is not the 
slightest doubt that his orthodox 
upbringing had much to do with 
his rich acquaintance with Jew- 
ish literary sources, 


THIS IS as much as can be 
said about Strunsky the Jew. If 
the “great duty of the journalist 
is to raise a riot,” how could he 
have kept quiet during the cru- 
cial years between 1939 and 1945? 
Strunsky spoke of the great duty 
of a journalist. Let us for a mo- 
ment waive the entire concept 
of “duty.” All of us who have 
been active in Jewish life, were 
not conscious of any “duty.” Dur- 
ty is a myth. No one can compel 
us to be interested in something 
which does not fascinate us. All 
our activities in behalf of our 
people, were for our own inner 
satisfaction, just as the work of 
art is for its creator. The artist 
is not conscious of any “duty” 
towards the community among 
which he lives or to society at 
large. If there is an element with- 
in of “duty” it is to himself. 

Therein lies the tragedy of as- 
similationism in its effect on 
Jewish creativeness. There is not 
the slightest doubt that were 
Strunsky, the ex-Socialist, true to 
himself, by raising a riot, the 
echo of that cry would have re- 
mained with us for a very long 
time. The best example is per- 
haps Emil Zola. As a novelist, 
he is gradually becoming anti- 
quated, sort of a classic to dec- 
orate the shelves at the living 
room. Zola the personality, how- 
ever, is immortal, and he is re- 
membered especially this very 


year due to the fiftieth annivers- 


ary of the appearance of his fa- 
mous “J’Accuse,” in behalf of the 
innocent Dreyfus. 

Zola raised a riot and went in- 
to history as the great reformer. 
A great journalist, it must be re 
membered, is not sure of ever- 
lasting fame; he is removed 
from the scene when his role is 
over. Those who are remembered 
are so for the sole reason, that 
they took it upon themselves to 
become social uplifters with a 
burning zeal for great reforms. 


THE ATMOSPHERE of The 
New York Times choked the 
voice of Simon Strunsky and he 
wrote only about “all the news 
that’s fit to print.” This fine rep- 
resentative of American journal- 
ism following the hush-hush pol- 
icy of his newspaper, became too 
shy to raise a riot. Unlike Wal- 
ter Lipman, Strunsky had a good 
Jewish background. He had good 
insight of the Jewish cultural 
values and it is difficult to see 
how he could have remained so

THE FORGOTTEN STORY OF JEWS 
AND THE STATE DEPARTMENT

OMETIMES it seems one can read the latest stories in papers 

that appeared many years ago. 

I’ve been reading the newspapers of 1911. That’s a long way 
back. William Howard Taft was President of the United States 
At that time, Mr. Taft was a very friendly sort of man, and pan 
ticularly friendly to the Jews. I think Jews sort of felt a special 
kind of attachment to him for several reasons: one, that he wag 
a Unitarian by faith and so seemingly not far removed from their 
own faith. Secondly, the Tafts had grown up with many of the 
national Jewish leaders, for the Taft family lived in Cincinnatj 
and that city at the time was a kind of unofficial “Jewish” capital, 

It was the home of the Hebrew Union College and of the 
Union of American Jewish Congregations, It had an influentia 
English-Jewish publication with a national circulation. 

The year 1911 was, of course, before World War I, and the 
main Jewish grievance at the time was Russia. The American 
Jews would have liked to do something about improving the het 
of the Jews of Russia, but after all, Russia was Russia and Amen 
ica was America, 

There was one possibility of striking at the Czarist policies, 
and that was the “passport question.” The American Jewish Com. 
mittee had been trying for many years to get the State Depart 
ment to act in this matter. : 

The Committee constantly stressed the fact that the Ameri. 
can treaty with Russia, negotiated in 1832, provided that the “in. 
habitants of either country shall mutually have liberty to enter 
the ports, places and territories of each party.”

EVERTHELESS, while Russia permitted American non-Jews 

to travel in Russia, American Jews were not accorded the 
same privilege. This was a violation of the American-Russian 
treaty. For thirty years, the State Department knew of this viola 
tion of the treaty with the American Jewish Committee constant 
ly reminding the Department of it. 

In 1910, the State Department, having received a number of 
applications from Jews who desired to visit Russia temporarily, 
issued an announcement in which it plainly told Jews that they 
could not get passports to Russia. Perhaps it told the Jews too 
plainly, for the fact is, that this announcement by the State De 
partment, got under the skin of many Jews, notably Jacob Schiff, 
the great Jewish railroad financier and Louis Marshall, his right 
hand man. 

They, and Jews generally, began to lift their voices. The Dem 
ocratic party convention met and it adopted a plank beginning 
with the words: “We pledge ourselves to insist upon the just 
and lawful protection of our citizens, whether native born or 
naturalized, at home and abroad... . ” 

The Republican party in convention adopted a plank, of the 
same purport, reading: “It is the unquestioned duty of the Gov 
ernment to procure for all our citizens, without distinctions, the 
right to travel and sojourn in foreign countries ... and we 80 
declare ourselves. ...” 

The presidential candidates in their campaign reiterated the 
pledges of their respective parties. William Howard Taft was elect 
ed President and Mr. Taft was a personal friend of Jacob Schiff.

Rabbi Lazaron replied to each 
of these assertions as follows:

And 
who will be bold enough to deny 
that the train of events thus set 
in motion may imperil. the peace 
of the world? 

Want Security and Peace 

The Baltimore Council added 
that “we particularly deplore 
statements which in the long run 
injure the interests of the over- 
American 
Jews who have no desire to en- 
gage in heated public controver- 
sies with one another, and whose 
eternal desire is to live in securi- 
ty and peace with their fellow- 
men.” 

In reply, Rabbi Lazaron, a 
feading member of the American 
Council for Judaism, declared: 
“Far from increasing anti-Semi- 
tism, it a salutary thing that our 
Gentile and Christian fellow 
Americans know that there are 
Jews who are determined to have 
no part in the hazardous Zionist 
adventure; that it is a good thing 
for our non-Jewish fellow Ameri- 
cans to know that Zionists do not 
speak for all American Jews.’ 

Answering the charge that his 
statements “interfere with the 
desire of Jews to live in security 
and peace with their fellowmen,” 
Rabbi Lazaron stated bluntly: 


“2 I maintain that the activi- 
ties of any pressure group consti- 
tutes a threat against American 
democracy and the unity of the 
American people. 


“3 I have not called the Arab 
majority innocent. You cannot 
deny that the United Nations is 
faced with the choice of enforc- 
ing partition by arms or finding 
another solution.”

He also added that he would 
“like to see the largest possible 
Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine, but the United Nations As- 
sembly resolution for partition 
was brought about under stress 
and through pressure, It may be 
found unworkable and a more 
democratic solution will have to 
be sought, Any Jewish organiza- 
tion which attempts to conceal 
facts which everyone knows is 
doing a disservice to the Jewish 
and general community.”

Always Been a Jew, Lilienthal Tells NJP Reporter

WASHINGTON—The controversy about David Eli Lilienthal’'s 
religion ended this week. 

In an exclusive interview with the National Jewish Post, the 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission replied in the nega- 
tive to a question: “Have you ever left the Jewish religion, into 
which you were born?” 

Lilienthal’s answer was emphatic. “No, I have not. I was born 
a Jew and I have remained a Jew throughout my life.” 

ASKED TO COMMENT on the question of the Palestine par- 
tition and other topics “of current Jewish interest,’ Mr. Lilien- 
thal said he preferred not to do so while the matter was still be- 
ing discussed in the United Nations. 

He added, however, that he has always maintained a lively 
interest in Jewish affairs and, specifically as regards Palestine, 
pointed out that he had taken an important part in the develop- 
ment of the Jordan Valley Authority in the Holy Land. He con- 
sulted frequently, he added, with Dr. Emanuel Neumann, presi- 
dent of the Zionist Organization of America, regarding the Jor- 
dan development. 

MR. LILIENTHAL said he could recall no specific incidents 
of his early Jewish training but said he wanted to put an end to 
all speculation about his current religion and added he hoped the 
statement would clear up the matter once and for all.

4 pees death of Gandhi at the 

hand of an assassin makes 

this rather small volume timely 
and imperative. The author, who 
has observed both men at close 
range, por- 
trays vividly 
the qualities 
which made 
Gandhi at one 
and the same 
time the most 
revered man 
and the most 
powerful in 
the world, and 
Stalin all 
powerful but also dreaded and 
hated, even among his own peo- 
ple. 


The major and decisive differ- 
ence between Gandhi and Stalin 
is of course the moral one. Gand- 
hi ruled over his people by the 
spirit only, by his moral author- 
ity, by the unusual weapons of 
a spirit, by fasting, accompanied 
by prayer, exhortations and mov- 
ing pleas to his followers. Stalin, 
on the other hand, rules abso- 
lutely with brutal and naked 
force, backed up by the gigantic 
apparatus of a dreaded and dia- 
bolically efficient secret police, 
numbering hundreds of thou- 
sands, dozens of concentration

and slave camps, firing squads 
which liquidate his enemies in 
wholesale fashion—in brief, with 
all the terrible paraphernalia of 
a modern police state, 

But even this is not adequate 
for Stalin. To it is added a highly 
efficient propaganda machine 
whose chief function is to coerce 
the minds of the Russian masses 
into believing that the oriental 
despot is a benevolent and loving 
father! What colossal, unprece- 
dented effrontery. What Stalin re- 
ceives, Finscher correctly notes, 
is “obedience,” whereas Gandhi 
got love and loyalty. 


THE EXTERNAL GARB of the 
men, the clothing they wear in 
public, is another vivid contrast. 
Gandhi was adorned with noth- 
ing more impressive than a piece 
of cloth to cover his physical nak- 
edness. Stalin is arrayed in the 
military uniform of an army 
marshal, bedecked with medals, 
decorations and honors which he 
bestowed upon himself! 

Reams of paper are flooding 
the earth, including our own 
country, seeking to prove that 
Russia is a “democracy,” differ- 
ent from and superior to so-called 
decadent capitailstic democra- 
cies. However, are not the prime 
requisites of any kind of a de- 
mocracy freedom and liberty, the 
specific freedoms of speech, of 
press, of assembly, of political 
opposition, freedom to remove, 
to change and to elect new offi- 
cials? The basic freedoms of the 
mind and the spirit are shock- 
ingly absent in the Soviet land, 
and trampled upon by the Krem- 
lin rulers, to insure perpetuation 
in power. 

Stalin, like Hitler, borrows the 
techniffue and vocabulary of de- 
mocracy, holds elections with one 
party tickets, with no political 
opposition, and with compulsion 
to vote. Which transforms such 
mockery of “election” into a typi- 
cal Hitlerian “plebiscite.” 


THE CHALLENGE of Soviet 
Russia is a subject of daily specu- 
lation and justly so. Mr. Fisch- 
er’s analysis of the Russian 
threat, and even more of the 
ways to meet it, are profoundly 
penetrating. Blind denunciation 
of Communism, no matter how 
sincere, is not enough. Some- 
thing more is imperative if we are 
to face and overcome the chal- 
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lenge which Soviet Russia offers 
Western democracy. 

Soviet Russia conquers in the 
field of ideas because of the enor- 
mous social injustice in the world 
which it exploits most skillfully 
to its own advantage. These evils 
must be met if our civilization is 
to survive. 

It is the tragedy of the democ- 
racies that they have not yet real- 
ized this stubborn fact. Blindly 
do the democratic nations back 
those reactionaries whose very 
triumph makes the victory of 
Communism certain and inevit- 
able. Our own State Department 
seems to be allergic to reaction- 
ary forces wherever they appear. 
And not only our own State De- 
partment, but even the socialist 
government of Britain has a pe- 
culiar sympathy for Franco, as 
for the Mufti and his henchmen. 
When we choose as allies in 
Greece, China and Palestine en- 
emies of democracy, and when we 
support these militarily and eco- 
nomically, we are actually prepar- 
ing the soil for the ultimate vic- 
tory of Communism and of the 
men in the Kremlin. 

AS AN ALLIANCE with reac- 
tionaries is fatal to democracy, 
even So is the effort at “collabor- 
ation” with Communists. A dic- 
tator or a totalitarian regime 
simply does not understand com- 
promise. It knows only complete 
surrender, absolute submission. 
The disappearance of political op- 
position in the various lands 
which have come under Russian 
influence — Poland, Roumania, 
Bulgaria, Hungary—is tragic and 
indisputable proof of the impos- 
sibility of cooperation with the 
Kremlin, 

Communists seek power and 
control, and to that end will em- 
ploy all means, even the foulest 
deception, treachery, betrayal, A 
democracy commits suicide when 
it fails to recognize this stubborn 
and exceedingly unpalatable 
truth. 

War with Russia is a dreaded 
possibility, for which we are pre- 
paring quite diligently. The wea- 
pons we plan to,use in the strug- 
gle are not only destructive be- 
yond words but unfortunately il- 
lusory, for while we may be vic- 
torious, as in all likelihood we 
will, we will never win. 


IN MODERN WARFARE the 
victors lose together with the van- 
quished, To preserve peace “an 
international organization with 
political plus economic power” is 
imperative, which is another way 
of declaring, that what is neces- 
sary is an “international govern- 
ment” with “political and econ- 
omic powers.” 

Those who bitterly oppose eco- 
nomic reform, those who fight 
any effort to improve conditions 
for the masses, are aS much the 
agents of Communism, though

In Vain! In Vain! In Vain! 

SIGNIFICANT and disturbing article by Anne Morrow Lind- 
A pergh.in the January issue of The Reader’s Digest apparently 
has gone almost unnoticed. It was no doubt read by hundreds of 
thousands of those average Americans who look upon the Reader's 
Digest as the acme of American culture and the ultimate repository 
ef all contemporary American wisdom. But more discerning, more 
critical Americans, do not read the Digest, and may thus have 
missed the article which was entitled, “The Flame of Europe.” 

I call it dusturbing, though it was hardly sur- 

ising, considering the author, and the periodi- 
eal in which it made its appearance, not as a 
digest, but as an original piece. But now for a 
word about what Mrs. Lindbergh wrote. 

SHE WENT TO EUROPE—+to France, Eng- 
jand, Germany— and was appalled by the condi- 
tions she found there. People in those countries, 
she discovered, are not only hungry, but “both 
hungry and cold.” Worse yet, “people are losing 
hope. And loss of hope is the most demoralizing 
thing on earth.” Mind you, she is talking not 
about refugees or displaced persons or Jews, but about native 
populations, principally of Germany, the erstwhile Nazis. And she 
jg alarmed by the moral disintergration of eastern Europe. For: 
“The flame that is burning in Europe is the flame of our civiliza- 
tion, our culture, our basic beliefs.” 

How strange it seems to read her sudden alarm for the future 
ef civilization, when one recalls that she had no such fears during 
the days when Adolf Hitler and his Nazis were menacing the same 
eivilization. Then, many recall, she and her husband spoke of the 
new spirit in Germany as a splendid omen for the future. Was it 
not the “Wave of the Future?” 


SHE IS WORRIED, in the Reader’s Digest, about the “gigan- 
tic problems of the modern world ... the struggle between man’s 
demand for security and his desire for freedom.” But all through 
the 1930's and even thereafter, when the struggle was the even 
more basic one between Life and Death, she and her flying hus- 
pand chose to become moral allies of Hitler. Today she finds that 
“Western European, Christian civilization is decaying before our 
eyes...” Today—but under Nazi tyranny all was presumably well. 


PLEASE READ that paragraph again! The conflict has sud- 
denly been transformed into an American war; furope was de- 
sroyed by our bombs and guns; the moral responsibility is ours! 
This is a perversion of recent history which would sound well if 
planned by an escaped Nazi criminal in the press of Spain or Ar- 
gentina. The Reader’s Digest does not depart from its accepted 
reputation in publishing this article, however. 

Mrs. Lindbergh has not a single word to say for the Jews, who 
bost six million of their number under Hitler. She has no single 
word of criticism of Hitler and all he stood for. She has pity for 
the poor Germans, and she describes graphically the bombed build- 
ings—“gaping‘roof open to the sky, its twisted entrails of plumb- 
ing hanging in mid-air, its stone foundations pulverized to dust...” 
American bombs, we are reminded, wrought this! 

She is a woman of great compassion. She has pity for the new 
generation in Europe. “We have learned humility,” a European 
told her, and she is ready to believe. There is pain and pity in her 
heart for those who plunged the world into this great catastrophe, 
but for the United States only criticism for its role in waging the 
war, And for the Jews—a significant and neglectful silence. Do not 
forget, too, that she speaks for a point of view which is more widely 
held than many imagine. 





ALL THIS adds up to one meaningful lesson—a lesson which 
we have seen confirmed in more recent days in London, Washing- 
ton and at Lake Success. I have said it here before and I say it 
again. Nobody im the world gives a damn about the Jews. Six mil- 
lions of us died for nothing! The war was fought in vain, as far 
a8 we are concerned. When we appeal to the moral conscience or 
the Christian spirit of the world we are making fools of ourselves, 
for the world has nbd conscience and is not truly Christian. 


The Jews of our generation are a gullible, deluded lot who are 
karning once again that the Emancipation was a fraud and a sham, 
and that no reliance or faith or trust can be placed in any pledge or 
promise or even expression of sympathy from anybody else. 

These may sound like bitter and eynical words, but they are 
‘the inexorable conclusions from what we hear and read in 1948.

5 seca for me that I can show. my 
parents? This is it: 

I, who am not Jewish, have become engaged 
to a Jewish young man, a fellow student when 
we were at the university. He is a most excel- 
lent young man. Considering our mutual in- 
terests and our common outlook, our agreement 
to be married would be perfectly based were 
it not for the prejudice of my parents. I am 
trying to find a way to bring them around to 
understanding. 

My father said: “So you’re marrying a Jew!” 
I asked him to tell me just 
what’s wrong with marrying 
a Jew. He sputtered in the 
articulate way prejudice has 
of expressing itself. The stu- 
pidity of prejudice is incap- 
able of explaining itself 
clearly. I respect my father 
but not his prejudice. 

My mother said: “It just 
isn’t done.” She didn’t go 
into details but I knew what 
she meant. She meant that in our Gentile set 





girls don’t marry Jews. I should say that my 


mother at least is more intelligent about this 
than my father. She thinks of the social angle 
and how it will look for me to marry out of 
our set. She, at least, can explain her preju- 
dice, even if the explanation isn't at all satis- 
factory. 

Now I know that both my father and mother 
admire your writings in the daily press and 
never miss them. Probably they wouldn't ad- 
mire you as much if you, a Jew, were to ask 
for their daughter’s hand. It occurred to me 
that for their special benefit you might write 
something in the Jewish paper to help them 
understand what it really means to be Jewish, 
what it means to the spirit and character of 
the one who is really Jewish. From the ex- 
ample of the young man to whom I have be- 
come engaged I know what it means to be 
Jewish. 

In case you have any misgiving about en- 
eouraging intermarriage, I should tell you that 
it is fully my intention to take up Judaism, the 
faith of my prospective husband. When your 
answer is printed, I will let my parents read 
it. Thanks. (Signed) Sistie. (They've always 
ealled me Sistie.) 

* * * 
DEAR PARENTS OF SISTIE: 

Sistie has written me about her being en- 
gaged to-a Jewish young man and about your 
opposition. She thinks that maybe because you 
respect my writings you may not take it amiss 
that I write to you. I accept the assignment for 
the sake of being just to the young man and 
to Sistie. 

She asks me to tell you what being Jewish 


means, in order that you may look at the 
young man in his full measure. Because of 
social conflicts that may arise in intermar- 


riages I am reluctant to encourage it. But, then, 
Sistie seems so understanding, so whole-hearted 


in her desire to have your compassionate co- 
operation in her purpose to be the wife of a 
Jewish young man. I can’t say NO to her re- 
quest that I tell you something about the mat- 
ter of being Jewish. 

I am not telling you that all Jews. are great 
and good, just by reason of having been born 
that way. There are some awful heels among 
us too. Yes, it takes all kinds of people to make 
a group, as you know. We deeply regret the 
rotten apples in our barrel, just as you regret 
the rotten ones in your barrel. As a people that 
has lived a long time, we are aware of the im- 
perfections that occur in ali nature and look 
at them sadly, in the same way as we look at 
a tree that grew up crooked when it should 
have been straight and tall. But, my dear 
friends, we don’t ascribe the defects of this 
one tree to all the others. 

I should tell you that being a Jew is a great 
and privileged spiritual and moral experience 
for all those who know their inheritance. It 
has to do with religious principles that have 
managed to survive through 2000 years of per- 
secution. It has to do with the moral courage 
of a people that remained faithful to their be- 
liefs, despite this long and agonized travail. 
These principles are not alien to you at all, my 
friends. The Jew Jesus knew them and ampli- 
fied them in his preaching. He knew Leviticus 
which told him “Love thy neighbor as thyself” 
and in his Sermon on the Mount he derived the 
Golden Rule from this commandment. 

He knew what our prophet said: “Have we 
not all one Father? Hath not one God created 
us?” This was the constitution of the Brother- 
hood he preached. 

Were I in your place, I should preciously 
value the spiritual and moral character of a 
young man who has come into such an jin- 
heritance by so much pain of his fathers. It 
has been tested by fire and sword, by the many 
deaths that have been visited on his people. 
What do parents require most in young men 
whom their daughters marry? Isn’t character 
first? By the fact of his inheritance he should 
have the endowment of lofty character; by the 
testimony of Sistie, he has it. She says: “He 
is a most excellent young man. From the ex: 
ample of the young man to whom I have be- 
come engaged I know what it means to be 
Jewish.” 

Mind you, my dear friends, I am not pressing 
the young man’s slit, to crack a pun. I have 
merely tried to report what being a Jew should 
mean to the character of a man and what in 
many cases it does mean.

Stuffed Cabbage Leaves 


Soak a cabbage in hot water until the leaves separate and be- 
come soft enough to handle. Form a ground meat mixture into 
small balls, wrap each ball in a cabbage leaf, and fasten with a 
toothpick or tie around with thread. If desired, the cabbage leaves 
may be browned in hot fat after they have been stuffed. The 
liquid in which they are cooked may be either water or stewed 
tomatoes or tomato juice. 


In preparing the mixture for the stuffed cabbage leaves, use 
any recipe for ground meat mixtures, or use either of those given 
below. Usually, cooked rice is used instead of bread crumbs in .pre- 
paring mixtures for stuffed cabbage leaves; and the recipes which 
follow specify cooked rice. However, the rice may be substituted 
by an equal quantity of bread crumbs, if desired: and similarly, 
bread crumbs in recipes may be substituted by an equal quantity of 
cooked rice. , 


Number 1 


1 or 2 eggs, slightly beaten 

1 onion, chopped fine 
cabbage leaves 

2 tablespoons fat 


1 pound ground meat 
1 teaspoon salt 


4% teaspoon pepper 
1 cup cocked rice 


4% cup bread crumbs % cup hot water 
Mix meat, salt, pepper, rice, bread crumbs, onion and eggs. Form 
mixture into small balls, and wrap in cabbage leaves, Heat fat in 


pot, brown stuffed cabbage leaves in hot fat, add water, cover pot, 
and let simmer over fire about two hours. Turn occasionally, and 
add more hot water if necessary. Or, after browning, remove stuffed 
cabbage leaves to baking pan, pour 2 cups stewed tomatoes over 
them, cover pan and let cook in oven at 300 degrees for two hours.

if necessary to keep stuffed leaves covered. When ready, taste the 
sauce. If desired, add salt and more brown sugar and vinegar and let 
simmer a few minutes longer before serving.

But when they must 
share in the life of the Jewish 
community—-whether actively or 
passively—they discover soon 
enough that campus values are 
not community values.

and critical pieces are done for No Need to Call Emergency 


HE Interim Committee of the American 

Jewish Conference has decided to call 
an emergency session of conference dele- 
gates to decide whether to disband the organ- 
ization in face of the refusal of the B'nai 
Brith to join the projected new Assembly. 

It is very logical that the conference dele- 
gates be permitted to study the new situation 
and to take action on the new facts. But to 
the N. J. Post the calling of this emergency 
session may prove to be a mistake, in that it 
will make it easy for the Eastern delegates to 
take steps which may be detrimental to the 
U. S. Jewish community as a whole. 

Considering the deplorable situation in 
which the Conference finds itself, it is hardly 
likely that representatives of the Conference 
from the Midwest and far West and the South 
will be present in New York on March 20-21. 
This will leave the large number of delegates 
from the Eastern seaboard in not only an over- 
whelming majority, but also without the bene- 
fit of the eounsel of the delegates who, the NJ 
Post, believes, have the sanest out-look on the 
total American Jewish community. 

There are only two possible courses of ac- 
tion left to the Conference, and it would seem 
that a mail poll would be sufficient to record 
the feeling of. the delegates. 

Of the two decisions open to the eonfer- 
ence, that of disbanding is the only sensible 
one, much as the N. J. Post is reluctant to 
voice such an opinion, To attempt to keep the

conference alive now would be to achieve noth, 
ing and would only create more confusion jg 
the American Jewish community. 


The alternative, one which the N. J. Pog 
backed before the recent 4th session in Chj. 
cago, is to proceed without the national o,. 
ganizations. This would free the local dele 
gates from the dual allegiance which kept the 
conference out of the domain staked out by 
the national organizations and allow the demo, 
cratic will of the Jewish community to be ey, 
pressed freely. 

But unfortunately the standing of the Con. 
ference at this time is so low, that it no long. 
er is in a position to swing the community 
to allegiance to a new body set-up on a local 
representative basis. All the conferences woulj 
do would be, as pointed out in connection with 
the first alternative, to create further confy. 
sion and further antagonism, 


These conclusions must be Obvious to thoge 
who care to look at the situation objectively, 
The Conference should conclude its unfinishej 
business as soon as possible. It might name 
a committee which, at a later date, can take 
up the question Of an overall democratic Jew. 
ish organization in the United States, if such 
a committee is possible under parliamentary 
procedure, when conditions are more propi- 
tious or when new leadership evidences itself, 
or, when the Jewish eommunity shows ¢ 


vis ready for such a move, 


What Kind of Rabbis Do We Want? 


FTJCHE impossible tasks we set for our rabbis 

is clearly outlined by Max Schrayer, presi- 
dent of Chicago’s K.A.M. Temple (Reform) 
in a paper presented to the biennial meeting 
of the National Federation of Temple Broth- 
erhoods. Mr. Schrayer blames you and me, 
as he rightly should, but he does not excuse 
the rabbi from all censure. 

Mr. Schrayer’s emphasis is in the right 
place. It is we who are mostly at fault. Jew- 
ish scholarship, in which the Rabbi should ex- 
cel if he is true to himself and his ealling, 
is set at naught by the community. We want 
our rabbis to be great showmen; impressari- 
os who put on spectacles for us and for our 
non-Jewish neighbors. 

Although Mr. Schrayer does not mention 
it, consider the plight of the Orthodox and 
Conservative rabbi who first is made to sub- 
mit to all the false values Mr. Schrayer de- 
scribes, and then in addition is continually told 
that he ought to do like Rabbi so and so, his 
Reform colleague. - 

Here are Mr. Schrayer’s remarks: 

“No religious movement, iw the history of 
the world, has had better trained leaders that 
we in America have today. The problem, how- 
ever, is one of developing better understand- 
ing between laymen and rabbi. We must par- 
allel the objectives of the movement as a whole 
with the professional goals of the individuals, 
for our rabbis are human and are anxious to 
serve their people well and still provide the 
necessary income and security for their fami- 
lies. 

“I am sure all of them leave college with 
a consecration to the cause and a devotion to 
their calling but they have an impossible task 


ahead of them if they are to become, as we 
laymen would like, scholars and students 
teachers and writers, preachers and commen 
tators, pastors and good fellows, ambassadors 
to the Jewish community and representatives 
to the Christian eommunity, administrators, 
fund raisers and executives. If each rabbi eould 
excel in but one of these many fields, he would 
have excellent qualifications, but laymen ex 
pect the rabbi to be all things to all men 
and he finds himself so confused and so har 
assed that finally in desperation he tries to 
protect his future and his position by becom 
ing an eloquent preacher and a well-known 
public citizen. 

“He is seldom given the security that he 
needs at an early age and the encouragement 
that will cause him to devote his life to the 
building-up of Reform Judaism. We should 
study the rabbi and his problems, and while 
his professional ambitions should be respect: 
ed, they should not be inconsistent with the 
objectives for which all of ws are striving. 

“The rabbi must not be encouraged by his 
own teachers and colleagues to sacrifice th 
work of the congregation for his personal ag: 
grandizement. He must realize that his first 
obligation is to his people and that he isa 
servant of the synagogue and that his duty 
and his obligation, as well as his privilege, is 
to make the synagogue primary in Jewish 
life. The rabbi should work with his people, 
to educate them, to encourage them to study, 
to stimulate their interest in religion and with 
patience and determination strive to bring 
back to the synagogue those members of ovr 
congregation who pay dues and never display 
any other interest or affection.”

Cowardice, Selfishness of American Jew Has

In The Congress Weekly.—Whether or not we 
dwell in a New Ghetto, we believe ourselves 
to be its denizens. It is not easy or pleasant 
to say and yet it must be said, that the terrible 
timidities, the intolerable cowardice, the hid- 
eous selfishness of some American Jews 
wrought the structure of a “New Ghetto.” And 
that New Ghetto is being reared at a time 
when we, as American Jews, enjoy to a very 
large de, ee the privilege and ought to claim 
the responsibility of standing with all our 
strength and faith against every manner of 
ghettoism, whether it be Negro ghettoism or 
Jewish ghettoism or Italian ghettoism or Ro- 
man Catholic ghettoism. A ghetto is a place 
in which they live who are not permitted to

If it be urged as it may 
well be, that Jewish self-liberation and Jewish 
liberalism brought destruction upon the heads 
of millions of European Jews, there is only 
one reply to be made. Better perish for free 
dom than live as the servants of fear and 
eowardice. Palestine, thanks to the spirit @ 
its builders, is not to become another ghetto 
It is to be a land of freedom, of democracy, 
of equality. As long as we persist in building 
a ghetto around ourselves in America, we al 
not free; we are not part of the America o 
freedom and the future.

Editor, NJ Post, 

Yet another voice is raised. on 
the subject of carol-singing in the 
public schools, particularly by 
Jewish children. I want to point 
out, in the strongest way I can, 
that there is really no argument 
at all. The Jewish people have 
gone through all this before, and 
the answer is quite plain: It is en- 
tirely and absolutely forbidden 
for Jews to do anything of the 
sort. Christmas is a day of ob- 
servation of the birth of the 
Nazarene. With very few excep- 
tions, the Christian world is not 
of one 
whom it regards as a prophet or 
teacher, but whom it regards as 
a god. The First Commandment 
is: “I am the Lord thy G’d, who 
prought thee out of of the land of 
Egypt . -’ The Second Com. 
mandment is: “Thou shalt have 
no other gods before Me.” Can 
there be any denial of this? In 
the same Book (Exodus, XXIII, 
13) is also this commandment: 
“ ,. make no mention of the 
name of other gods, neither let 
it be heard out of thy mouth.” 
This seems plain enough to me. 

The Bible is full, just full, of 
the accounts of ancient Israelites 
who participated in this non-Jew- 
ish worship of the gods of the 
Gentiles. How often did the 
Prophets warn them! How often 
were they not punished! And 
now, after all these centuries, the 
same situation arises, and as be- 
fore there are not lacking those 
Jews who will go and do the 
same old sins for which we were 
afflicted in the past. The Talmud 
devotes an entire tractate to the 
subject of “Avodah Zara,” or 
‘Strange Worship,” Now, “avo- 
dah” literally means “service.” It 


is not denied that the Gentiles 
mean to serve the Almighty in 
their own way, but it is not our 
way, it is a way that is forbid- 
den to us. Aaron’s sons kindled 
“strange fire before the Lord,” 
but, not having been commanded 
by Him, it was not acceptable to 
him—from Jews. 

It is certain that if we fight for 
our rights in this, we will pro- 
voke opposition, but in the name 
of everything we hold sacred, 
have we any choice? Are we to 
abandon our religion now, after 
all we suffered for it in the past? 
Are we to become Marranos, ob 
serving one religion in_ public 
and another one in secret? Surely 
American democracy does not re- 
quire this of us. Would the Cath- 
olic church passively allow its 
children to sing songs in honor 
of Martin Luther? This shameful 
abnegation on the part of the 
fearful will avail them nothing. 
Where is their pride? Where is 
their honor?

The idea of the Jewish camp 
did not develop, Mr. Schoolman

cently. The first Jewish camps 
entered the field from 1910 to 
1920, but had little to do with 
Jewish values except accidentally 
when camps catering to Ortho- 
dox families found it necessary 
to observe kashruth, hold Sab- 
bath services, and so on. Since 
that time the development of the 
program has led to an estimated 
100,000 Jewish children from six 
to sixteen, who spend their sum- 
mers in the camps, some in or- 
ganizational camps, some in pri- 
vately owned projects. Three- 
fourth of these children spend 
their entire summers at camp, af- 
fording an opportunity to inte- 
grate them into Jewish living not 
even considered in the early days, 

Camps of Every Description 

Today, camps are available for 
almost any degree of Jewish 
living desired. There are the 
camps where the clientele is 
Jewish, but where Kashruth. is 
not maintained, and with only a 
minimum observance in the form 
of services on Friday night, and 
where the holiday of the week 
is the Sunday visitors day. 

Some camps are maintained by 
Jewish oganizations or institu- 
tions as training grounds for 
their own youth leaders, and 
these are closely related to the 
camps which are so thoroughly 
Jewish that Hebrew is the official 
language. 

When it comes to paying the 
fee for the camps, parents will 
find a wide range. Fees for an 
entire summer at camp will vary 
from around $180 to $500. The 
lowest fees are offered by com- 
munity camps, and in most cases 
do not cover the cost per child.

The Still Small Voice 

AST NIGHT I went to a mass meeting and listened to an 

interesting speech. The speaker was no great shakes as an 
orator, and at times his Spanish accent made it difficult even to 
follow his words, Nor was the information he conveyed of the 
kind that makes you sit up and on edge; he disclosed no sensa- 
tional or “top-drawer” secrets. Yet, despite his drab delivery and 
the familiar nature of his remarks, this was a most rewarding 
experience. It was the man himself. . 

The speaker was Dr. Jorge Garcia Granados, former Guate- 
malan Ambassador to the U. S., Guatemala’s delegate to the 
y. N. Assembly and member of the 1l1-nation UN Special Com- 
mittee on Palestine (UNSCOP) that authored the Partition Plan. 
pr. Granados is a Catholic and, by his own admission, had no 
extensive knowledge about Jews or about the Palestine prob- 
jem prior to his appointment to UNSCOP. But he took his as- 
signment seriously. Being a lawyer by profession, he studied all 
the legal documents. But he also took time to study the human 
documents bearing on the question, The result was that he felt 
jmpelled to appoint himself a champion of the human rights 
of the Jewish people. 

Guatemala is a small country. Its voice normally carries lit- 
tle weight in the world’s councils of power. It has no economic 
or political axe to grind in supporting the Jewish State in Pal- 
estine. Yet this time, Guatemala’s voice made itself heard. The 
nations of the world followed the leadership of Guatemala’s rep- 
resentative. This leadership was founded not on oil, not on a 
navy, nor yet on atomic power. It pleaded merely in the name 
of morality and justice. 

As I sat there listening to the speaker’s halting English, my 
thoughts turned to other friends of humanity who in the course 
of the ages have raised their voices in behalf of this most un- 
popular of causes, the cause of the Jewish people. I thought of 
the men whom Jewish gratitude delights in calling “Hasidei Umot 
ha-Olam,” the Righteous among the Nations of the World, There 
comes to mind names like Lord Macaulay, Emile Zola, Balfour, 
Josiah Wedgewood, the late King Christian of Denmark, Orde 
Wingate, Eleanor Roosevelt, to mention but a few of the more 
“glamorous” names and in more recent generations. 

Dr. Granados has spoken in many parts of this country and 
is scheduled to appear in many more. Wherever he goes, he com- 
mands a large audience and is listened to with respect. What 
other representative of little Guatemala has ever enjoyed a simi- 
lar prestige, beyond the confines of his own country? I am not 
familiar with Guatemala politics. It may be that Dr. Granados’ 
sole merit is that he reflects faithfully the attitudes of his gov- 
ernment and his nation. If this is so, so much the better. But 
there is no denying that his own moral stature has served to 
raise the stature of his country in the eyes of the world and in- 
scribed it in the golden book of Jewish history and in the annals 


of humanity.

American Jews Should Not Expect to Warm Selves By F ird 
Of Palestine Culture, Z.0.A. Education Conference Hears 











HAVE JUST finished reading Helen Waren’s book “The Buried 

Are Screaming.” I read it almost in one sitting. Despite the 
fact that I had known most of the book from the writer's talks 
and from conversations with her, I found the reading interesting. 
It is the story of a thoroughly assimilated American Jewish git! 
who found her way to her people through contact with the Euro- 
pean tragedy and with the generation of the fighters and builders 
of Zion. 

Because Helen Waren had to find out everything for 
and because her mind is alert, there is a freshness in her 
Proach and she sometimes expresses an old truth, wtih 
vigor. Here is a passage that struck me most: 

“T . .. reached down and clasped the thin little figure 
with the intensely buring eyes close to me, and felt as I held 
her for a moment, all the suffering, brilliance, poetry and fun- 
damental granite which are mysteriously interwoven into the 
being which is known as a Jew.” 

FROM MY CONVERSATIONS with Helen Waren I learned to 
trust General Marshall. Her chapter on her first interview with 
the General is illuminating. So is her account of her first talk 
with Eleanor Roosevelt, who was at that time still struggling un- 


herself,

patriated to their original countries, but who accepted the incon- 
trovertible fact that the only country for the Jews is Palestine 
and has been working for that fact ever since. Helen Waren’s 
conversation with her shows Mrs. Roosevelt still struggling with 
herself. But particularly illuminating is her talk with Dean Vir- 
ginia Gildersleeve. I am quoting at length: 

“You see,” she said, “that’s Jewish propaganda. I am 
tremendously interested in the American University at Bay- 
reuth. The Jews never mention that the Americans have a uni- 
versity in the Middle East.” 

“I think it’s admirable that we have a university in the 
Middle East. I should, however, like to feel more secure on 
the question of which Arabs have the opportunity of going 
there, and to what purposes those Arabs who do attend turn 
their superior education. In any case, I believe that whatever 
help this country can render to any undeveloped and unpro- 
gressive part of the world, it is our duty to render, but surely 
it is incorrect to compare our achievements in the Middle East 
in any degree to the power and influence of Jewish life in 
Palestine. It is the Jews who have been teaching the Arabs 
by example how to clear the swamps and make them flower, 
how to reclaim the desert and make it fertile, how to build 
palaces to healing and learning instead of to personal greed, 
and such palaces, mind you, without any discrimination as 
to race or creed; how to raise the standard of living alto- 
gether for your brothers as well as for yourself. Also it was 
the Jews in Palestine who were the only proven allies of de- 
mocracy in the whole Middle East. They proved it with their 
lives in this war. How many Arabs volunteered to fight with 
the Allies in this war, to fight on the side of the moral pur- 
pose? It is common knowledge how many thousands and 
thousands of Jews volunteered, fought and gave their lives 
for the preservation of the light of democracy in the world.” 

“That may be, but they are also capable of doing very 
wicked. things. I had a very dear Arab friend, George Anton- 
ius,-who died a short time ago. He wrote one of the greatest 
books on the Middle East that has ever been written, and 
do you know what the Jews did? They bought up every copy 
of the book and they burned them! They burned them all!” 

And that is the lady with whom Dr. Judah Magnes agrees 
on a plan for Palestine!

THESE LINES are jotted down after the first session of the 
Educational Conference called by the ZOA, on Sunday afternoon. 
The Yiddish poet, Menachem Boraisha, delivered a_ brilliant pa- 
per on the need for struggling for creative Jewish survival in 
America. Before him, Minnie Halkin read her husband's paper 
(Simon Halkin), which I- missed, but which, I understand, takes 
a different point of view. Naturally! Boraisha is a life-long Zion- 
ist who has simply accepted the fact of a Jewish Palestine and 
is trying to fit his pet ideas to suit that fact. To him, Jewish 
homelessness throughout the ages was not an anomaly and Zion- 
ism is not a revolution. 

But, whether Halkin is right, or Boraisha is right, what has 
that to do with the practical problems facing the Zionists on 
how to tell half a million registered Zionists what it is all about. 
A debate between Halkin and Boraisha is for the few. Half a 
million Zionists in America cannot wait until] the problem is 
solved. It-is very good to have serious discussions on the meaning 
and the future of Judaism. But the urgent task facing the ZOA 
and Hadassah educationists is how to tell the adult Jews of 
America more about the things called Zionism and Palestine, 
So they’ll at least know what all the excitement is about. And 
that is a job for the next ten years, if one wants to do it right. 

When the ten years are up, the Jewish State will probably 
be firmly established, and then we can start the debate all over 
again as to what kind of a Jewish culture we can or cannot have 
fn America.

NEW YORK—While American Jews will 


look to the new Jewish state for cultural in- 
spiration, the relationship between the two 
Jewish communities will by no means be a 
one-way traffic, declared Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann, Z.O.A.. president at the Conference of 
Teachers, scholars and rabbis called by the 
Z.O.A. Education Department to grapple with 
the problem “Reorienting Zionist Education 
Today.” 

“It is not enough,” Dr. Neumann said, “for 
American Jews to warm themselves by the fire 
of what comes from Palestine. To be worth- 
while, Jewish life in the Diaspora must be in- 
dividually creative.” 

In similar vein, Dr. Robert Gordis, chairman 
of the Education Committee of the Z.O.A., 
pointed out that there have been occasions in 
Jewish history when Diaspora Jewry offered 
contributions to culture and scholarship ex- 


ceeding even those of the community in Pal- 
estine. While he does not expect that Ameri- 
can Jews are in such a position, he added there 
should not be a group inferiority complex, or 
a feeling of utter dependence for our existence 
on what happens in Palestine. 

A stimulating discussion followed the pre. 
sentation of provocative papers by Menahem 
Boraisha and Dr, Simon Halkin. The latter’s 
address was read by his wife in his absence and 
Mrs. Halkin participated in the discussion, 
warmly defending her husband's thesis that 
little in the way of spiritual satisfaction or cul. 
tural richness could ever be expected from 
Galut Jewry. 

The proceedings of the conference will be 
made available at a large national conference 
of the Zionist community leaders in the spring, | 
at which a program of implementation will be ~~ 
discussed and devised.

Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Your editorial, appearing on 
Feb. 20 and entitled, “Are These 
More Harmless Words,” must 
have caused some of your more 
thoughtful readers to wonder pre- 
cisely what you were referring 
to, since the text of the pronoun- 
cement did not appear in your 
columns. A copy was mailed to 
all the editors of the Jewish press 
in the country with the hope that 
it would be printed. It isn’t too 
late now. 


In your editorial you refer to a 


“new statement on Social Justice” 
and to a “Joint Commission on 
Social Action.” In the interests of 
accuracy, may I point out that 
the statement is entitled, “Juda- 
ism and Race Equality” and was 
published by the Commission on 
Justice and Peace of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis. 
I may add that the first steps in 
the formation of a Joint Commis- 
sion on Justice and Peace, in 
which the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations would coop- 
erate with the Rabbis, have been 
taken. This particular statement, 
however, was issued by the Rab- 
bis alone. 

As to whether these are mere 
“harmless words,” it is not for 
any of us to say. The pronounce. 
ments of the prophets might also 
be designated as “harmless” when 
we remember that for the most 
part they fell upon deaf ears and 
were denounced as the irrespon- 
sible utterances of impractical 
men. 

You say that the “Joint Com- 
mission does not offer a concrete 
plan.” Readily admitting that our 
“plan” falls short of the goal, I 
offer it for what it is worth. 
Copies of the pronouncement 
were mailed to the 500 odd Rab- 
bis of the CCAR, the Jewish 


press, the Y.M.H.A.’s and Jewish 
Community Centers, the Negro 
colleges and universities, the 
Race Relations Department of the 
Federal Council of Churches as 
well as to all agencies devoted to 
the betterment of race relations 
listed by the Rosenwald Fund. 
The first 10,000 copies printed 
were soon exhausted as requests 
for additional copies came to my 
office. The second edition of 5,000 
is now gone and more have been 
ordered, 


Many of the Rabbis have made 
known our sentiments to their 
congregations by preaching on 
the subject, distributing the pam- 
phlets to their people, reading it 
over the radio, exchanging pul- 
pits with Negro ministers and so 
forth. If there is anything else 
we can do, please let me know. 

It may also be of interest for 
me to add that there will be other 
pronouncements in a series which 
will include, “Judaism, Manage- 
ment and Labor,” “Judaism and 
Social Justice,” “Judaism and In- 
ternational Cooperation” and 
others. You and other editors 
throughout the country can help 
us to “get across to laymen the 
ideals of Judaism,” as you write, 
by printing the statements in 
your columns,

clude. To implement further its 
“plan” of bringing to the atten- 
tion of laymen the teachings of 
prophetic Judaism, the Commis- 
sion on Justice and Peace has 
conducted the following Institu- 
tes: “Judaism and a Just and En- 
during Peace” (Cincinnati, De- 
cember 1942), “Judaism and Race 
Relations” (New York,.

LAST SUMMER, a Gentile reporter from a provincial daily 
sat next to me at the ZOA Convention at the Pennsylvania Hotel, 
watching Silver on the stage, turned to me and remarked: “This 
fellow looks as if he won't take anything from anybody.”
